penalty was inflicted in England for 
theft not exceeding the value of a 
shepp. Now some of the London jour- 
nals are making a merciless exposure 
of magistrates throughout the

dom who keep up the tradition by sen- 
tencing petty thieves to jail, while in- 
flicting only trifling fines upon wife 
beaters and even more hrutal offend- 
ers. In one police court one defend- 
ant was fined $2.50 for knocking his 
wife down in the street because she 
refused to give him money for drink, 
and another was sentenced to 60 days* 
imprisonment for damaging growing 
potatoes and stealing two footballs. 
For cruelly to a horse, beating 
his 


wife, who was ill, with fist and ham- 
mer and leaving her with nothing^ to 
eat, one man was fined two dollars, 
while another, charged with stealing 
a pair of socks valued at 12 cents, got 
14 days' hard labor. 
It would not be 


difficult to make up a list of similar 
cases from American police courts, yet 
the tendency in America is rather 
toward a higher estimate of the value 
of human life.—Van Xorden Magazine.

Thumb Is Easily the Most Important 


of the Digits. 


You have only to grasp a pen or a 


tool of some sort to realize that the 
different fingers are far from bavins 
the same value with reference to their 
usefulness in performing work. Much 
the most important is the thumb, for 
without it prehension would be very 
imperfect. The hand is no longer pin- 
cers, but merely a claw, when deprived 
of the thumb. It may be estimated 
that the thumb represents fully a 
third of the total value of the hand. 
The total loss of the thumb is esti- 
mated by competent authorities as 15 
to 35 per cent, for the right and 10 to 
15 per cent, for the left hand, except 
for workers in art, when 40 to 50 for 
the right and 25 to 40 per cent, for the 
left hand comes nearer the value. 


The total loss of the index finger:
